What  might  be  consid¬ 
ered  a  man’s  job  or  a 
woman’s  job  is  forgotten 
in  home  arts  class  where 
seventh  graders  learn 
about  and  experiment 
with  the  many  house¬ 
hold  tasks.  They  learn 
how  to  use  and  repair 
many  items  found  in  a 
home. 


Eighth  grade  girls  are  introduced 
to  homemaking  in  one  semester. 
The  first  half  is  spent  on  grooming 
and  clothing  while  the  second 
part  includes  foods  and  nutrition. 
Ninth  grade  girls  may  elect  home¬ 
making  for  the  entire  year. 


Health  and  safety  is  a 
ninth  grade  course  which 
alternates  with  physical 
education.  This  class  is 
co-educational,  but  some 
are  girls  or  boys  only.  All 
systems  of  the  body  are 
studied.  Mrs.  Holiday’s 
class  examines  the  func¬ 
tion  of  the  liver  and 
kidneys. 


All  Around  Fitness  Is  Stressed 


One  phase  of  boys  phys¬ 
ical  education  is  learn¬ 
ing  about  wrestling.  Mr. 
Welborn  coaches  one 
pair  while  the  other  boys 
watch.  A  sliding  parti¬ 
tion  divides  the  gymna¬ 
sium  in  half  so  that  the 
boys  can  use  one  half 
and  the  girls  can  use 
the  other  at  the  same 
time. 
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Lane's  1100  students  this  year  have  had 
to  adjust  to  late  hours,  from  12:15  to 
5:10.  The  350  ninth  graders,  370  eighth 
graders  and  380  seventh  graders  anticipated 
“normal”  hours  sometime  in  Spring.  Each 
class  had  a  school-sponsored  social  event 
to  remember.  Despite  odd  hours,  the  stu¬ 
dents  were  not  handicapped  a  great  deal.
